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County Commission seeks authorization to 
add five-cent per gallon tax to gasoline 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
April 10, at the Coffee County 
courthouse in Enterprise and voted 
unanimously to pass a resolution 
requesting Rep. Jimmy Holley to 
introduce legislation that would au- 
thorize the commission to imple- 
ment a countywide tax on gasoline 
and diesel fuel in an amount up to 
five-cents per gallon, 

The resolution was apparently in 
response to legislation already in- 
troduced that would keep counties 
from implementing such a tax in 
the future, and also in response to a 
report from county engineer Mark 
Pool that the county highway de- 
partment needed to begin a five- 
year, $2.6 million. 

Pool reported that a total of 13 
bridges in the county needed to be 
sandblasted and painted at a cost of 
$250,000 and added that 204 miles 
of paved roads in the county needed 
to be resurfaced at a cost of 
$2,440,000. 

During a slide presentation in 
which Pool showed the commis- 
sion color pictures of bridge and 
road deterioration across the county, 
the engineer declared "These are 
pressing problems that must be ad- 
dressed." 


"Our hands are tied,” added Pool. 
"The commission can pay for the 
repairs now or wait and pay a lot 
more later.” 

The commission discussed the 
possibility of implementing a five- 
cent per gallon tax on gasoline and 
diesel fuel to pay the cost of the 
needed repairs, but heard Comm. 
Jim Dubose state "If we don't stop 
overweight trucks from using our 
roads, the resurfacing will only act 
as a stop-gap measure. We have to 
come up with a way of keeping the 
overweight trucks off the roads or 
the roads will always be in need of 
repairs.” 

After Pool told the commission 
he was studying the problem of 
overweight trucks operating on 
county roads and promised to 
present a plan that would solve the 
problem, Comm. Dubose suggested 
a public meeting be held to discuss 


New Brockton resident appeals court action 


The refusal of a circuit court 
judge to grant a motion for the dis- 
missal of an indictment against a 
New Brockton woman charged with 
illegal voting has led to an appeal 
being filed with the Court of Crim- 
inal Appeals. 

Coffee County Circuit Judge 
Gary McAliley denied the motion 
to dismiss the indictment on March 
6; however, last week the attorney 
for Lena Mae Carroll announced 
that the defendant was seeking an 
order from the appeals court to dis- 
miss the indictment, suppress the 
writ of arrest and remove all records 
of any criminal proceedings brought 
against her. 

Mrs, Carroll was indicted by a 
Coffee County grand jury in De- 
cember on charges that she "fraudu- 
lently" cast a vote in a municipal 
run-off election held in New Brock- 
ton on Sept.13, 1988. 

Gareth Lindsey, the attorney for

Mrs. Carroll, stated that the defen- 
dant should be granted immunity 
due to the fact that she honored a 
subpoena by the District Attorney's 
office for questioning. 

Lindsey reported that his client 
presented herself, was interrogated 
by the prosecution and answered all 

The indictment, according to 
Lindsey, was returned after Mrs. 
Carroll answered the questions con- 
cerning the election and voting 
practices. 

Judge McAliley denied the mo- 
tion for dismissal and in doing so 
stated that Mrs, Carroll had been 
read her Constitutional rights...was 
not under oath...gave no swom tes- 
timony...and that her statements 
were in the nature of being “in- 
custodial.” 

Lindsey questioned whether or 
not a defendant could be prosecuted 


for violation of election laws after 
answering questions about the issue 
in question, which "made the basis 
of a subsequent indictment in which 
it is alleged that she cast an illegal 
vote.” 

Lindsey also stated that McAli- 
Icy should have excused himself as 
the judge in the case since he had 
earlier excused himself from the 
trial of the election contest in the 
same municipal election. 

Lindsey asked McAliley to ex- 
cuse himself from the case since it 
arose from the earlier municipal 
election tial; however, Judge McA- 
liley denied the motion and stated 
that the two cases were different and 
that he had no personal knowledge 
of Mrs. Carroll's situation. 

In the appeal, Lindsey also asked 
the court to order McAliley to ex- 
cuse himself from any further pro- 
ceedings in, the case.

Dubose repeated his belief that 
"The public is smarter that you 
give it credit for," but his wish for 
a public meeting fell on deaf ears. 

The commission dropped the 
subject of a possible fuel tax and it 
failed to resurface when the com- 
missioners were asked for any addi- 
tional business; however, the mat- 
ter was brought back up by Comm. 
Damascus Crittenden near the end 
of the meeting and the motion to 
seek legislative action passed unani- 
mously. 

During his presentation concern- 
it the condition of county bridges 
and roads, county engineer Mark 
Pool informed the commission that 
the state mandated that every bridge 
in the county be inspected every 
two years and that during a recent 
inspection he had "personally 
climbed under every bridge" to see 
the extent of rusting and deteriora- 
tion and was “alarmed” at what he 
saw. 

Pool added that he inspected eve- 
ry paved road in the county once a 
year and reported that after a recent 


inspection it was evident that a 
minimum of 204 miles of roadway 
needed resurfacing. 

Pool told the commission that 
with the county highway depart- 
ment doing the resurfacing it would 
cost $2,440,000, and that when 
combining the bridge and road re- 
pairs, a five-year project would cost 
approximately $538,000 per year. 

Poo! steered clear of asking for 
additional tax money, instead ask- 
ing the commission to adopt a form 
of "revenue enhancement,” but did 
state that a one-cent fuel tax would 
bring in approximately $110,000 
annually. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***approved the minutes of the 
previous meeting with a slight cor- 
rection; 

***told the architect working on 
the new health department for En- 
terprise that it would decide at the 
next mecting whether or not the 
county would act as the contractor 
for the construction of the building 
and sub-contract the construction in 
an attempt to save money; 

***agreed to seek bids on a tele- 
phone system for the new health de- 
partment; 

***held a public hearing on an 
application for a community devel- 
opment block grant dealing with 
the extension of systems in the 
county; 

***received a petition from 
James Leverette signed by the resi- 
dents of Cow Pen Creek Road; 

***approved a request to install 
water lines to an "executive center” 
at the fairgrounds;

Rescue Squad seeks new building 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday evening with all members 
present and unanimously named a 
new school board member, pur- 
chased a sewer line cleaning ma- 
chine and paid the monthly bills. 

Mrs. Myrna Rhoades was named 
to a full 5-year term on the Elba 
City School Board, replacing Tom 
Maddox. Maddox had reportedly told 
city officials he preferred not to 
serve another term on the board at 
this time. 

Bids were opened on purchase of 
a sewer line flushing machine with 
a 300 gallon water tank. Two bids 
were received; however Ingram 
Equipment Co. bid on a machine 
with a 600-gallon tank, thus their 
bid was $3,000 high. 

Low bidder on the machine was 
SRECO at a bid of $13,689.30. 

Council members discussed de- 
laying the accepting of bids until 
they had viewed the work of the 
larger machine. However Mayor 
Fred Moore told council members a 
larger machine would need a larger 
truck to pull it around and that the 
300-gallon tank was enough for 
Elba. He also noted that buying the 
larger machine would require re- 
i$suing the bid request. The council 
then voted to buy the machine that 
met the specifications as requested. 

Delivery is expected within 45 
‘to 60 days. 

Bills totaling $14,168.79 were 
presented to the council for pay- 
ment. They included $1,288 for 
mosquito spray and sewer solvent; 
$709 for weed killer; $1700 for in- 
surance, $642 for asphalt and $5272 
for gasoline. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
told the council his department had 
received 116 telephone complaints 
during the previous two weeks. 
This included six accidents. The de- 
partment issued 34 traffic citations 
including eight DUI charges. 

Hanchey reported there were 15 
criminal arrests during the period, 
including one fugitive from justice 
in another state. The Animal Con- 
trol Officer picked up 30 dogs dur- 
ing the same time period. 

The police department is plan- 


ning a Drug Awareness Program di- 
rected toward the parents to inform 
them of the danger signs. Qualified 
people will be available to speak 
with civic chubs, church groups and 
others concerning the drug problem. 

Sonny Inman, representing the 
Elba Rescue Squad, addressed the 
council and requested the City do- 
nate a parcel of land on Adkinson 
Street to the squad for construction 
of an all metal building for the res- 
cue squad. He explained that the 
building being used by the fire de- 
partment would be fine, He request- 
ed there be only three bays instead 
of the four used by the firemen. 

Inman promised that the depart- 
ment members would install all in- 
side partitions, wiring and plumb- 
ing. 

Mayor Moore quickly explained 
the city was overextended on funds 
and there was no way they could 
build such a building at this time. 

After further discussion, council 
members told Inman they were fa- 
vorable to reserving the land for the 
rescue squad and were receptive to 
working out some plan for con- 
struction of the building. Inman is 
to report back to the council in 
May on exactly what the rescue 
squad needs in the way of a build- 
ing.

Where is heaven?

"Heaven" is spoken of in three different senses in the Bible. First, there is 
the heaven where birds fly. “The foxes have holes, and the birds of the heav 
en have nests, but the Son of man hath not where to lay his head” (Luke 
9:58). Second, there is heaven where the sun, moon, and stars are, as in 
Psalm 9:1-6, which begins, "The heavens declare the glory of God.” Final- 
ly, there is heaven, where God dwells. Since God is deity, He must be 
present everywhere, or omnipresent. Although God is omnipresent, he is 
said to dwell in a special way in heaven. 

Jesus spoke of heaven as His "Father's house.” “In my Father's house are 
many mansions; if it were not so I would have told you. I go to prepare a 
place for you. And if I go and prepare a place for you, I will come again, and 
receive you unto myself; that where I am, there ye may be also” (John 14:2- 
3). Daniel said, "there is a God in heaven" (Dan. 2:28). The wise man Solo- 
mon wrote, "God is in heaven, and thou upon the earth" (Eccl. 5:2). When 
Jesus gave the disciples the model prayer, He told them to begin, “Our Fa- 
ther, which art in heaven" (Matt. 6:9). Many times Jesus used the terms, 
“your Father which is in heaven," or "my Father which is in heaven" (Matt. 
5:45; Matt. 7:11; Matt. 7:21; Matt. 12:50). Clearly, heaven is God's dwell- 
ing place. 

Although we can be certain that heaven is where God dwells, and that 
heaven is the goal of all the righteous, we cannot pinpoint the location of 
heaven on any map, other than the map of God's word. In some sense, heav- 
en is "up" from the earth. Moses asked the Lord, “Look down from thy holy 
habitation, from heaven, and bless thy people Israel, and the land which 
thou hast given us” (Deut. 26:15). David wrote, "The Lord looked dwon 
from heaven upon the children of men" (Ps. 14:2). The prophet Isaiah 
writes, "Thus saith the Lord, The heaven is my throne, and the carth is my 
footstool" (Is. 66:1). 

When Jesus ascended, “he was taken up, and a cloud received him out of 
their sight." Two angels told the disciples “this same Jesus which is taken 
up from you into heaven, shall so come in like manner as yc have seen him 
go into heaven” (Acts 1:9-11). As Stephen was about to be stoned, he 
“looked up steadfastly into heaven, and saw the glory of God, and Jesus 
standing on the right hand of God" (Acts 7:55). While in some sense, the 
Lord “looks down" from heaven, no more precise location for heaven can be 
given, other than that it is the place where God dwells. Jesus promised, “to 
him that overcometh will I grant to sit with me in my throne” (Rev. 3:21). 
This promise makes heaven a worthy goal for all.

Preservation Of Human Bodies 
May Be Possible In 21st Century 


By Dana Dean 

What is cryonics? Many physcis stu- 
dents asked this question recently when 
Mrs. Grant, science teacher, mentioned 
the term. 

Mrs. Grant brought up the subject 
when the physics class was studying 
what happens when a liquid freezes and 
then thaws. 

When water freezes ice crystals form, 
expand, and take up more space than in 
the liquid state, 

Cryonics is a process of preserving 
whole bodies, heads, and organs of peo- 
ple after their death by freezing and stor- 
ing their bodies, 

People are paying thousands of dol- 
lars for insurance to cover the expense 
of cold storage. They are doing so with 
the hope that any disease they may have 
had at death will be cured at a later time 
and restore them back to life at the age 
they were when they were frozen. 

The problem with freezing organs is 
that the actual process of freezing de- 
stroys them because of the ice crystals 


which form. 

In order to stop the formation of ice 

crystals in organs, they must be frozen 
and thawed so quickly that crystals do 
not have time to form or either use 
something to prevent the formation of 
ice, 
The process of cryonics is to cool 
the body to near freezing and replace the 
blood with a blood substitute and chem- 
icals to prevent ice formation. 

There have been breakthroughs in 
labs where they work with single cells, 
Examples include work with ova and 
sperm. However, in their case, there is 
no problem of the ice crystals causing 
damage to surrounding organs. 

There is no guarantee to the process 
of cryonics, but hundreds of people have 
already contracted with cryonics compa- 
nies to have their bodies preserved. 

The information for this article was 
gathered from an article in the Discov- 
er magazine entitled "Cold Storage" by 
Shawna Vogel.

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Fox hunting - An endangered sport?

Fox hunting devotees in Alaba- 
ma are a small cadre compared to 
other hunting enthusiasts. Accord- 
ing to a survey of hunters licensed 
in Alabama during the 1987-88 sea- 
son, approximately 3,200 hunted 
foxes. By comparison deer hunters 
numbered over 220,000, 


Is fox hunting an endangered 
sport? Probably not. But it is a 
sport of increasingly limited availa- 
bility. 

Access to private land is rigidly 
controlled, and obtaining access to 
the relatively large areas needed for 
fox hunting is difficult. 

Fox hunting is a great American 
tradition, originating in England as 


a pastime of the elite. Although 
hunting methods have changed, the 
core of the sport remains the same: 
the thrill of the chase, the baying of 
the dogs, the enjoyment of the hunt 
as a social event. 

To preserve the tradition, fox 
hunters establish fox pens - - fenced 
enclosures of several hundred acres 
in which foxes are relased for chase.

Such endeavors illustrate enthu- 
siasm for this sport, but caution is 
advised on considering potential 
wildlife behavior, disease problems 
and other concerns. 

Opportunities for fox hunting 
have diminished because of limited 
land access - not as a result of a de- 
pleted resource. Two species of fox- 
es occur throughout Alabama; the 
gray fox, associated with brushy 
woodlands, is abundant throughout 
the state; the red fox, not as widely 
distributed, occurs most frequently 
in open pasture and agricultural ter- 
rains. 

A possible threat to red fox pop- 
ulations exists -- coyotes, imported 
and released in years past by private 
individuals, have become esta- 
blished and their numbers are in- 
creasing. 

Wildlife research has indicated 
that coyotes, which select the same 
habitats as red foxes, exclude foxes 
from their territories through domi- 
nance. 

Red foxes avoid coyote ranges; 
studies have demonstrated an in- 
verse relationship between densities 
of these species. 

Red foxes and coyotes are not si- 
multaneously abundant. It would be 
most unfortunate to witness de- 
clines in such a prized game animal 
as the red fox, an object of so much 
lore and tradition.

Water & Electric Board passes cost 
of valve installation to customers 


The Water and Electric Board of 
the City of Elba spent over an hour 
discussing a required cross-connect 
policy for the water department. 

Concern was expressed over the 
cost to water users for this ADEM 
mandated check valve to prevent 
back flow of possibly contaminated 
water from a home or business into 
the public water system. 

Board members expressed con- 
cern that homeowners on a fixed in- 
come would have a hard time pay- 
ing the $50 to $60 estimated cost 
of installing these valves. The sug- 
gested policy requiring valves on all 
water users was approved by the 
board after postponing a decision on 
when the deadline would be set. 

Bills totaling $10,540.41 were 
approved for payment. 

An old resolution concerning 
transfer of money from the utility 
to the city or school was amended: 
to add board contro! to any potential 
transfer, 

The resolution as first passed 
several years ago on the recommen- 
dation of auditors had simply stated 
that any transfer would "be consid- 
ered as grants unless otherwise 
specified". It was approved to satis- 


fy requirements from bond holders. 

This resolution had been inter- 
preted by some in the past to mean 
the board didn't have to be consulted 
to make transfers of cash from the 
utility to the city or school. 

Previously this had been dis- 
cussed by the board members and 
they expressed opinions that the 
resolution should be written differ- 
ently to more clearly express the le- 
gal intentions of the board. 

The addition reads "That all non- 
routine transfers from the Water and 
Electric Board to the City of Elba 
shall only be made after expressed 
approval of the Water and Electric 
Board at a duly held meeting". 

The net income from the utility 
continues to show an increase with 
the electric, water and rural water di- 
visions reflecting cuts in operating 
expenses sufficient to increase prot- 
its by almost $20,000 over the 
same period last year. However this 
was partially offset by a $7,000 in- 
crease in maintaining the sewer 
pumping system, 

The increase reflects the contract 
cost of rebuilding some sewer 
pumping stations last fall.

Alleged mishandling of funds prompts 
meeting with auditors in New Brockton 


The New Brockton City Council 
met on Monday night, April 17, in 
front of a standing room only crowd 
at City Hall and held a lengthy dis- 
cussion concerning reports of miss- 
ing city funds, 

Councilman Britt Lee told the 
council that a state audit was needed 
as soon as possible to settle the is- 
sue of possible missing funds and 
declared "The people deserve to 
know what is going on." 

City Attorney Kenneth Fuller re- 
ported that a shortage of $3,500 
was discovered following an audit 
of funds by the Southeast Alabama 
Regional Council on Aging and 
that as a result of the audit the city 
was notified and the city turned the 
matter over to the city attorney. 

Fuller added that the shortage 
was investigated and after the funds 
in question were replaced by a for- 
met city clerk, the audit was accept- 


Councilman Lee stated that the 
shortage of funds in the senior citi- 
‘zens account wasn't the only short- 
age discovered and questioned the re- 
cent finding that the city had failed 
to pay over $8,000 in withholding 
laxes and social security payments. 

City Clerk Cathy Tucker told 
the council that the failure to make 
the payments had been corrected and 
suggested that since the city's audi- 
tors would conduct an audit next 
week that any possible state audit 
be delayed until after the city audit 
was completed. 

Councilman Lee expressed no 
faith in the city's auditors and made 
a motion that a state audit be con- 
ducted of city funds either through 
the state auditor's office or through 
the state examiner's department. 

Councilman Ralph Medley, who 
was serving as Mayor Pro-Tem at 
the meeting in the absence of 
Mayor Jim Driskell, stated "When 
the shortage was discovered it was 
taken care of and when the failure to 
make the payments was discovered 
it was taken care of. The payments 
have been made. Things may have 
been kept quiet, but there was no 
cover up!"

The city attorney suggested that 
the council meet with the city audi- 
tors and ask questions concerning 
why the most recent audit failed to 
reveal the failure to make the FICA 
payments, 

Councilman Charles Cole then 
made a motion, which passed, that 
the council meet with the auditors 
at the next regular meeting and if 
the auditors’ report wasn't accepta- 
ble to all members, a state audit be 
conducted. 

Councilman Layman Tindel told 
the council that police officer Jerry 
Gilbert was now at the police acade- 
my in Selma and that city policy 
Stated the officer would receive his 
regular pay for 40-hours work, 
would be paid twenty-cents per mile 
for tavel to the academy and back 
(once), would be paid $30 for meals 
on the weekends and would be reim- 
bursed for weekend lodging if lodg- 
ing was not available at the acade- 
my. 

Councilman Cole questioned 
why the officer had been sent to the 
academy in Selma when there was 
no charge to attend the Montgom- 


ery Police Academy and was assured 
that in the fu .re, alternative sites 
would be investigated. 

While on the subject of the po- 
lice department, Cole asked who 
made the decisions in the depart- 
ment since there was no chief, 

Councilman Tindel answered 
that the senior officer on staff made 
decisions concerning law enforce- 
ment and that he made procedural 
decisions, 

"I was placed over the police de- 
partment with the approval of the 
council," said Tindel, “and while I 
sometimes have to make decisions 
on my own, the decisions I make 
have to approved by this council. I 
serve in the capacity I was appoint- 
ed to, but all members of the coun- 
cil have equal authority in all city 
departments and the council must 
approve all actions." 

Tindel reported that police officer 
Dale Grimes had resigned effective 
April 21, and that with an officer in 
the academy, the department would 
be short-handed unless a replace- 
ment could be employed immediate - 
ly. 

The council agreed it would like 
to interview all applicants for the 
vacancy and also agreed to employ a 
temporary officer to serve not more 
than 60-days to cover the shortage 
in personnel. 

A representative of Alabama 
Power Company was present at 
Monday's meeting to discuss con- 
cerns about the city's street lights 
and told the council that the street 
lights in the city were "adequate" 
and that there were no cheaper 
lights available that would save the 
city money. 

Jim Hayes, of Alabama Power, 
reviewed the inventory of the city’s 
Street lights and reported that the 
city has a total of 97 lights, with 
five different sizes of bulbs.

$4,339, while Alabama Power paid 
the city over $15,000 in taxes. 

Upon questioning, Hayes com- 
pared the cost of mercury vapor 
lights with sodium lights and told 
the council that he could see no 
cheaper means of lighting the city. 

In other action at Monday 
night's meeting, the council: 

***approved the minutes of the 
previous meeting; 

***reviewed the bills and ap- 
proved payment; 

***voted to replace light brack- 
ets at the ballfield as soon as possi- 
ble at a cost of $2,200; 

***was informed that the city's 
summer recreation program had reg- 
istered over 100 children for base- 
ball and t-ball and that the season 
would begin in May; 

***heard Councilman Medley 
urge all citizens with debris to con- 
tact the city for aid with removal; 

***was told potholes in the city 
would be patched by the county this 
week; 


***discussed designating truck 
routes in the city and forbidding 
heavy trucks from using Railroad 
Street; 

***approved the purchase of a 
lawn mower; 

***approved a request that the 
city be allowed to purchase off-road 
diesel fuel at a site other than the 
county barn; 

***was informed that the police 
department would have a fund-raiser 
at the Chicken Festival; 

***and, following a question by 
a resident concerning the rescue 
squad, was told that the city’s rescue 
squad was regulated by the state and 
could make runs only in case of 
emergency or when a private service 
was not aveilable.

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sion's resolution and we agreed that 
the people didn't want the tax,” said 
Phd "I gave the matter much 
thought and came to the conclusion 
that [ could not support the tax and 
would not introduce the legisla- 
tion." 

The commission stated at last 
week's meeting that the timing of 
the tax increase was imperative due 
to pending legislation that would 
prevent any future gasoline tax 
measures at the local level. 

"There is a bill in committee 
that would place a cap on gasoline 
taxes," stated Holley, "and the 
measure is similar to other bills 
that have placed caps on certain tax- 
es. The bill in question states that 
any taxes on gasoline would be lIe- 
vied and collected by the state and 
then distributed back out to cities 
and counties. This would place a | 
cap on taxation of gasoline." 

Commission chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton reacted to Holley's action by 
stating "I respect what Rep. Holley 
and Sen. Foshee did and realize that 
they have to answer to the same 
people we do." 

"The bill that was proposed may 
be dead," added Eagerton, "but there 
is no doubt that we still have roads 
going to pieces in Coffee County 
and we still have to resurface the 
roads and fix the bridges." 

“What the commission has to do 
now is to sit down and decide where 
it is going to put its funds,” stated 
Eagerton, "We are going to have to 
set priorities and utilize the revenue 
we've got. We'll just have to do the 
best with what we've got and find a 
way to do the repairs to the roads 
and bridges. No one wants to see 
the paved roads go back to dirt and I 
think we can come up with a work- 
able solution to the problem." 

"I do want to compliment the 
entire commission for biting the 
bullet and voting to seek the legis- 
lation to add a tax," added Eagerton, 
"No one on the commission wanted 
to put any more taxes on the people 
of Coffee County and all the com- 
missioners knew the vote would 
not be popular; however, they all 
did what they thought was best for 
the county.” 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
stated "I am glad that Rep. Holley 
‘and Sen. Foshee decided not to in- 
troduce the legislation. I ride all the 
roads in my district every ten days 
and voted to go along with the tax 
because I know that many of the 
dirt roads and paved roads in my dis- 
trict need work. I was never in favor 
of a five-cent tax and didn't really 
want any tax, but went with my 
heart at the meeting and felt like a 
one-cent tax might be okay. The 
more I thought about the tax the 
more I changed my mind; however, 
and I am now ready to go on record 
as being against any additional tax- 
es," 

County Commissioner Jim Du- 
bose reported that "We didn't act 
hastily or without thought. The 
commission knew the roads and 
bridges were in bad shape, but we 
didn't realize just how bad until the 
county engineer made his presenta- 
tion at the last meeting.” 

"We didn't want to add any taxes 
on the citizens of Coffee County," 
added Dubose, "however, after re- 
viewing the facts and figures it was 
-ohvious that something needed to 
be done as soon as possible. It 
would have been better to discuss 
the needs with Rep. Holley and 
Sen. Foshee, but the time frame we 
were working under dictated that we 
move quickly and the commission 
made the decision to seek additional 

"I agree with Rep. Holley that 
the people didn't want the tax," said 
Comm, Dubose, "and I can assure 
you that the commissioners didn't 
want the tax either! It was a fact 
that we had to move forward with 
our plans for improvements or pos- 
sibly lose some of our paved 
roads.” 

"[ think the best thing to do now 
is to look for places to tighten our 
velts and try to find some funds we 
can use for the much needed road 
and bridge work,” stated Dubose. "I 
am going to recommend that a citi- 
zen's committee be formed to re- 
view ai? areas of county govern- 
ment and then report back to the 
commission with its findings. 
Something has to be done and be 
done and done now. We're either go- 
ing to find alternative means of fi- 
nancing, raise taxes or cut servic 
cs.
